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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

• Group I, claim(s) 41-48, 55, 57, 59, 61-63, 65, 67, 69, 71, 73, 75, 77, 79, 81, 83, 85, 
87, 89, 91, 93, and 95, drawn to a device for holding a dressing on a cylinder. 

• Group II, claim(s) 49-54, 56, 58, 60, 64, 66, 68, 70, 72, 74, 76, 78, 80, 82, 84, 86, 
88, 90, 92, 94, and 96, drawn to a device for holding a dressing on a cylinder. 

• Group III, claim(s) 97-99, drawn to a method for mounting a holding device in a 
cylinder. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I is drawn to a 
device for holding a dressing on a cylinder including an opening channel wall extending 
at an acute angle and a dimensionally stable bow supported on the wall. Group II is 
drawn to a device for holding a dressing on a cylinder including a holding member and a 
dimensionally stable bow connected to the holding member. Finally, Group III is drawn 
to a method of mounting a holding device in a cylinder including assembling a holding 
member, spring, and bow and inserting the assembled holding member, spring, and 
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bow into a cylinder channel. These three groups lack a corresponding special technical 
feature since the device of Group I does not require a holding device as required in 
Group II and the device of Group II does not require the acutely angled channel wall as 
required in Group 1. Finally the method of Group III requires particular structural 
relationships between the holding member, spring, and bow of the holding device and 
that the holding device be assembled before being inserted into the channel, neither of 
these features being required in Groups I or IL Thus, these inventions do not relate to a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13. 1. See MPEP 1893.03(d) and 
1850(11) in particular. 

3. Due to applicant's representative historically not electing over the telephone, a 
telephone call was not made to Doug Hanscom to request an oral election to the above 
restriction requirement. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
